THAT “MESSAGE TO GARCIA.” 

About eight months ago Elbert Hubbard, 
well known to the book trade as the founder of 
the Roycroft Press at East Aurora, N. Y., 
wrote for his “ periodical of protest”— The 
Philistine —a little homily on the value of 
prompt and intelligent service of employees. 
This article, entitled “A Message to Garcia,” 
has been distributed throughout the country, 
in various authorized reprints, to the extent 
of more than one and a quarter million copies, 
up to the present time, chiefly by railroads and 
manufacturing concerns among their employ¬ 
ees. Mr. Hubbard took as his text the act of 
Lieutenant Rowan,of the United States Army, 
in delivering a message from the President to 
General Garcia, the Cuban leader, early in 
the Spanish-American War, thereby keeping 
some 20,000 Spanish troops out of Santiago 
until the United States Army had taken the 
city. “Garcia was somewhere in the mountain 
fastnesses of Cuba—no one knew where. No 
mail or telegraph message could reach him. 
The President must secure his co-operation, 
and quickly.” The President entrusted the 
message to Lieutenant Rowan, who, overcom¬ 
ing obstacle after obstacle, within three weeks 
accomplished, after having traversed a hostile 
country on foot, what seemed to many an 
impossible task, and delivered the letter to 
Garcia. 

Mr. Hubbard’s trenchant little essay deserves 
the careful study of every employee, and we 
commend it at this season not only to those 
who may be fortunate enough to hold perma¬ 
nent positions, but especially to those who 
in the rush of the holiday trade may have 
been called in to fill a place temporarily. 
Upon the latter’s intelligence and willing¬ 
ness now depends very often the question 
whether he shall be kept on or dismissed 


at the end of the season. Now, if ever, his 
knowledge of the trade and its bibliogra¬ 
phies, and his acquaintance with the stock 
and its location, will tell. Idle questions as to 
where certain stock is kept, the price, in short 
the thousand and one silly questions that only 
emergency help can invent, and that obstruct 
business and annoy and disturb others in the 
performance of their duties, and disgust if they 
do notdrive away customers, should beavoided, 
no matter how necessary they may seem at the 
moment. And frequently they are never nec¬ 
essary at all if the assistant deserves the name 
of bookseller. All book stocks are arranged on 
certain general principles, and the variations 
are easily remembered. If necessary, the green 
hand should get to the store early and remain 
overtime to thoroughly acquaint himself with 
the exactlocation and the character of the stock. 

Even though his efforts do not meet with im¬ 
mediate recognition, it ought to add to his 
peace of mind to be able to work independently 
of others, and give him pleasure to be able to 
serve his customers promptly and intelligently. 
He certainly would be helping his employer as 
truly as did Lieutenant Rowan his country 
in delivering that message to Garcia. And 
a more substantial reward is bound to come 
in time to the competent and willing worker. 
As Mr. Hubbard says : “ In every store and 
factory there is a steady weeding-out process 
going on. The employer is constantly send¬ 
ing away * help ’ that have shown their in¬ 
capacity to further their interests of the busi¬ 
ness, and others are being taken on. No mat¬ 
ter how good times are, this sorting continues; 
only if times are hard and work is scarce, the 
sorting is done finer—but out and forever out, 
the incompetent and unworthy go. It is the 
survival of the fittest. Self-interest prompts 
every employer to keep the best—those that 
can carry a message to Garcia.” 


CHEAP LITERATURE DISCUSSED. 

Prof. Harry Thurston Peck, of Columbia 
University, editor of The Bookman, and S. S. 
McClure, the well-known publisher, discussed 
before the Nineteenth Century Club, at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, on the evening of the 12th 
inst., the question “ Is cheap literature cheap¬ 
ening literature?” Professor Peck, who spoke 
in the affirmative, introduced his remarks by 
saying that “cheap literature means many 
books, and many books means superficial 
reading.” In other days, when people of 
limited means were intent on purchasing a 
book, they took thought before buying, and 
those who owned books read them carefully 
and with discrimination. The man of a few 
books is a better man intellectually than the 
man of multitudinous books. “ The man of a 
few books is becoming rare; the man of mul- 
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titudinous books is becoming a nuisance.” 
“ Readers cheapen literature by reading Hall 
Caine instead of Trollope or Thackeray. Too 
much is read and too much is written. The 
popular superstition of the day is that one 
must keep up with the new books. When a 
man despairs of doing this he takes to book 
reviews, finally falls to literary notes, and after 
that, of course, reads no literature at all.” 

Cheap literature, Professor Peck also urged, 
tends to the deterioration of the work of 
authors of the present day. Men of genius, 
who might write something that would live, 
were tempted to devote themselves to the more 
immediately profitable work of writing for the 
magazines and newspapers and turningout pop¬ 
ular novels. In consequence, modern authors 
were lowering the standards, and as a result 
write a little worse each day. Everyone writes 
nowadays. Pens, ink, and stationery are all 
that is required. Publishers will take “ flyers ” 
as experiments. Stories are syndicated, pub¬ 
lished in cheap magazines and in paper edi¬ 
tions. Successful authors write at least three 
books a year unless they are very lazy, and 
this because they all are bribed by the publish¬ 
ers’ big prices. 

“There was a time when literary men 
didn’t write because their books had a vogue. 
They treated their work seriously. It was 
an art as well as a profession, and they 
put their heart and soul into it. They were 
not grasping. Gibbon took twelve years to 
write the first volume of his great history, 
and twenty-four years to complete the se¬ 
ries. Tennyson made notes for The Idylls of 
the King as long ago as 1833. Three years at 
least elapsed between the appearance of each 
of Thackeray’s novels. What the reading 
public wants and what the money-ridden au¬ 
thors need is a race of vigorous critics, men of 
courage, audacity, wit, satire, and knowledge, 
who would not give pallid appreciations of 
books but would scourge the writers to a sense 
of responsibility by criticisms that would 
smash, blister, excoriate and draw blood !” 

S. S. McClure, taking the negative side, 
traced the history of cheap literature in this 
country from the time when Harper & Brothers 
forty years ago began the publication of stand¬ 
ard fiction in what was then considered a re¬ 
markably cheap form, to the passage of the 
International Copyright Law. The cheap lit¬ 
erature that followed the first attempt was 
mainly of the “ blood-and-thunder ” kind, de¬ 
tective stories, etc., that sold sometimes a 
million copies a week. “ The cheap literature 
of to-day,” Mr. McClure went on, “ is the 
standard literature of the world, and the stand¬ 
ard is higher than ever before.” 

Answering Professor Peck’s appeal for a 
race of vigorous critics, Mr. McClure declared 
that there was “ no use under heaven for the 
critic.” The man who bought the book was 
the real critic, and so discriminating was he 
that a publisher could not sell a poor book. 
In saying this, Mr. McClure declared, he spoke 
from experience. As for the modern reader 
spending too much time in trying to keep 
abreast of the multitudinous literature of the 
day, Mr. McClure said the people of this 
country spent on the average only two cents a 
week on literature. “ Prof. Peck thinks every 
one has too many books. He is like a man in 
a woollen mill who wonders why people buy 


wool, or a man in a candy shop who wonders 
why people by candy. He lives in New York, 
the book factory ; he gets his books for noth¬ 
ing.” Proceeding to controvert the first speak¬ 
er’s assertion that authors of this genera¬ 
tion gave way to the temptation of doing 
profitable rather than high-class work, Mr. 
McClure referred to such men as George 
Meredith, Robert Louis Stevenson, Thomas 
Hardy, Rudyard Kipling, J. M. Barrie, and 
others, and asked if they could be tempted. 

“ I read all of Meredith’s books in six weeks. 
There were fourieen of them. I quizzed him 
about each one when we met, and asked him 
how genius felt in action. Did I bribe him? 
A man who thought of bribing him could not 
read his books. Did I bribe Stevenson? No. 
I said: ‘When you write a novel I’ll pay so 
much for it.’ He said : 4 I’m writing two. 
The one first finished you shall have.’ I did 
not get it until years later, after he was 
dead. As for the cheapness of magazines 
and the influence of the syndicate which 
publishes great books in penny newspapers, 
I may say that the books that have made 
many of the distinguished men of the day 
famous were syndicated by me. And the 
books that make men famous are usually their 
best books. The taste of the reading public of 
to-day is better than it ever was. Mr. How¬ 
ells says so, and Mr. Brander Matthews thinks 
so. The people who buy books are the best 
critics. Their judgment is sound and their 
standard is growing higher each year. Soon 
I think they will spend two dollars a year 
instead of one dollar on literature.” 

Miss Isabel Hapgood, who was induced to 
speak for the club, said that, in her opinion, 
the real question was not 44 Is cheap litera¬ 
ture cheapening literature?” but rather “Are 
cheap books cheapening brains ? ” Miss Hap¬ 
good thought that they were, and gave as an 
illustration of her point the instance of a young 
woman who declared that she had been read¬ 
ing literature, and it turned out that she had 
read none of the standard authors, but instead 
the “Heavenly Twins” and “A Yellow As¬ 
ter.” That was because she had been allowed 
to take up any books that had been brought 
into the house. Her tastes had not been di¬ 
rected, and it was Miss Hapgood’s conviction 
that cheap books—not cheap literature—had 
rendered her mind such that she would find 
the standard authors 41 pokey,” and that in this 
way cheap books were cheapening brains and 
doing harm. 


“SOMETHING LIKE SALES.” 

We hear much of the popularity of, such 
writers as Mrs. Humphry Ward, Miss Corelli, 
Anthony Hope, and Rudyard Kipling, but the 
sales of their books are as nothing to the sales 
of the sermons of the late Mr. Spurgeon. In 
an interesting account of Spurgeon’s sermons 
in the Puritan for September, Arthur Mee says 
that “something like 100,000,000 have been 
sold at a penny, and quite double that number 
have been circulated in newspapers and other 
ways. It may seem incredible, but I believe it 
is quite true that the number of Spurgeon’s 
sermons sold since 1855 exceeds the number of 
Bibles circulated since the beginning of the 
century. When it is borne in mind that the 
British and Foreign Bible Society print five 
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tons of Bibles every day, it will be understood 
what this means. 

“Assuming that Spurgeon preached 10,000 
sermons to an average audience of 3000, he 
would have preached to 30,000,000 people; as 
a matter of fact, the 2600 printed sermons 
were preached to about 20,000,000. Bui as¬ 
suming that each printed sermon has been 
read by two persons—much below the mark— 
he has reached in this way 600,000,000 people! 
If all the sermons were the same size as the 
penny editions, they would cover an area on 
which every man, woman, and child on the 
globe, excluding the Chinese, could stand with 
ease. They could make a paper pathway 
round the world six feet wide, and the paper 
on which they are printed would turn the 
scale at 6300 tons. 

“A million letters in ordinary type would 
reach a mile, and the sermons circulated repre¬ 
sent seven and a quarter million miles of read¬ 
ing. The shelves of the British Museum 
contain 2,000,000 books, and assuming that 
they average the size of a popular novel, they 
have 800,000 miles of reading, which you 
could read, if you lived long enough, in 
seventy years. But it would take six centuries 
to read through all the printed Spurgeon ser¬ 
mons. Such illustrations might be multiplied 
indefinitely, but one more will suffice. 

“ The Methodists are the largest Protestant 
community in the world, and their 40,000 min¬ 
isters preach to probably 20,000,000 persons 
every Sunday. Assuming that each copy of 
the printed sermons is read by two persons, it 
would take all the Methodist ministers in the 
world thirty years to reach, by their Sunday 
sermons, as vast a congregation as Mr. Spur¬ 
geon’s.” 

1 The shop in Paternoster Row where Spur¬ 
geon’s sermons are supplied to the trade and 
the public is, we are told, one of the marvels 
of London. For nearly half a century it has 
lived and thrived on Mr. Spurgeon’s sermons. 
Sermons may be dull things, but Mr. Spur¬ 
geon’s sermon-shop has been one of the 
busiest corners of the city for many a year 
gone by. From this shop Spurgeon’s sermons 
have been sent to the remotest parts of the 
earth. Over 2600 have been printed during 
the last 2600 weeks, and still the machines run 
on. They are the only sermons which are 
never out of print. In the stock-rooms upstairs 
are 2,000,000 copies, and the boxes are being 
constantly replenished. The demand is un¬ 
ceasing. The Rev. Mr. Sheldon’s books sold 
by the million early in the year, but the de¬ 
mand has gone, and one rarely sees “ What 
would Jesus do?” on the bookstalls now. But 
the sermons have been selling by the million 
for nearly half a century, and still the orders 
come in. It is exactlv forty-four years since 
Spurgeon’s first sermon was printed, and, 
since then, one from his pen has appeared 
each week. Passmore & Alabaster’s, adds 
Mr. Mee, is a unique publishing business, in¬ 
asmuch as it has flourished for over two-score 
years on one man’s sermons. The firm sells 
20,000 copies of Mr. Spurgeon’s books and 
sermons every week, the orders coming from 
all parts of the world. Over half a million 
volumes have been sold in the United States. 
We understand there is a supply of unpub¬ 
lished sermons on hand to last for many years 
to come.” 


THE EFFINGHAM MAYNARD MEMO¬ 
RIAL MEETING. 

The representatives of a number of the 
leading school-book publishing houses met on 
Tuesday afternoon, December 12, in the Li¬ 
brary of the Aldine Association, in Fifth 
Avenue, New York, to pay their respects to 
to the memory of their late associate, Mr. 
Effingham Maynard. There were present 
General A. C. Barnes and Gilman H. Tucker, 
of the American Book Company; William W. 
Appleton, of D. Appleton & Co.; Edgar Silver 
and Frank Beattys, of Silver, Burdette & Co.; 
Charles Wiley, of John Wiley & Sons; G. A. 
Plympton, of Ginn & Co.; Charles Holt, of 
Henry Holt & Co.; Major C. L. Patton, of the 
University Publishing Co.; and W. E. Pulsifer, 
of D. C. Heath & Co. On motion, Major Pat¬ 
ton took the chair, and Mr. Pulsifer acted as 
secretary. 

The chairman announced that letters of re¬ 
gret had been received from The WernerCom- 
pany, J. B. Lippincott Company, and Benjamin 
H. Sanborn & Co. The following letter from 
Mr. Maynard's associate, Charles E. Merrill, 
was then read : 

New York, December xx, 1899. 
My dear Major Pattott: 

We have received your notice of a meeting of the 
school-book publishers, called for this afternoon to take 
action in regard to the death of Mr. Maynard. 

I count it one of the greatest privileges of my life that 
I was permitted to know Mr. Maynard for twenty-eight 
years, and during the last seven years of that period to be 
intimately associated with him in business. 

Our business relations during this period have, as you 
know, been ideally pleasant; but in view of the character 
of this relationship, I cannot but feel that this is not the 
time or the place in which we should be heard. I am 
sure, therefore, you will not misunderstand the reason for 
our absence. 

On behalf of the family and of Mr. Maynard’s late 
associates, I want to express to you, and to those asso¬ 
ciated with you, our grateful appreciation of the motive 
which prompted the calling of this meeting, and I beg to 
remain, Yours faithfully, 

Charles E. Merrill. 

On motion, George A. Plimpton, General 
Barnes, and Charles Wiley were appointed to 
draft the following resolutions: 

We, the school-book publishers of New York, wishing 
to express our sorrow at the death of Mr. Effingham 
Maynard, at a meeting called on December 11, 1899, have 

Resolved , That in the death of Effingham Maynard the 
school-book publishers have met with a distinct loss. 
Mr. Maynard had clear views of right and wrong, and 
held to them so steadily that his house was never even 
charged with unfairness in business. We cannot forget 
that when, on account of the disasters of the Civil War, 
his business was destroyed, the house, largely owing to 
his energy and ability, ultimately paid all its old debts, 
although under no legal obligation to do so. 

We rejoice to know that with this uprightness Mr. 
Maynard prospered, and that his house has Dcen among 
the most successful in the school-book business. We look 
upon Mr. Maynard’s life and conscientious business 
methods and their resulting success as a lesson which all 
of us may consider with benefit to ourselves and to the 
community. 

We wish to express to his family, and to the firm of 
which he was the honored head, our sincere sympathy.

General Barnes, Gilman H. Tucker and 
George A. Plimpton then remembered, in brief 
informal talks, the characteristics which en¬ 
deared Mr. Maynard to them and to all with 
whom he came in contact. 

In connection with the foregoing it may in¬ 
terest our readers to learn something of the 
beginningsof the firm of Clark, Austin & Smith, 
of which the firm with which Mr. Maynard 
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was connected at his death is the lineal descen¬ 
dant. For the facts we are indebted to Mr. 
George Byrnes, who was for many years con¬ 
nected with Mr. Maynard, and is at present 
the cashier of Maynard, Merrill & Co. The 
firm was formed by Lucius E. Clark, a farmer’s 
son, who was born at Washington, Conn., 
July 4, 1814. Clark, after serving his ap¬ 
prenticeship in the college bookstore of those 
days at New Haven, came to New York in 
1842, and with William G. Webster, a son of 
Dr. Noah Webster the author of the famous 
dictionary, formed the publishing firm of Web¬ 
ster & Clark. They located in the old Sun 
building, at Fulton and Nassau Streets, and 
began publishing a revised edition of Webster's 
Dictionary, which, however, was not continued, 
and Mr. Webster retired from the firm. Mr. 
Clark then associated with Jeremiah B. Austin, 
of Wallingford, Conn., under the firm name of 
Clark & Austin, and removed to 205 Broadway. 
Later, another Connecticut man, Cornelius 
Smith, a brother of Winthrop B. Smith, of the 
firm of W. B. Smith & Co., of Cincinnati, O., 
became a partner, and the firm name was 
changed to Clark, Austin & Smith. Shortly 
after this the new firm removed to No. 3 Park 
Row, and No. 3 Ann Street. This, in the 
forties, was a central location, facing Barnum’s 
Museum, the Astor House, and being in the 
immediate vicinity of almost every point of 
interest. At this time Clark, Austin & Smith 
became the publishers in the East of the Eclec¬ 
tic Educational Series. Besides their publish¬ 
ing, they carried on a large general book and 
stationery jobbing business almost exclusively 
with the Southern States. 

In 1859 Cornelius Smith died and the firm 
was reorganized as Clark, Austin, Maynard & 
Co., Effingham Maynard and Livingston Sned- 
eker, former clerks, being admitted to partner¬ 
ship. The Civil War two years after brought 
ruin to the firm. The publishing business for 
the moment was paralyzed, and the large 
amount of commercial paper payable in the 
South was uncollectable and valueless. After 
a desperate struggle to hold over, the firm was 
obliged tocompromise with its creditors. After 
straightening out the affairs of the old firm and 
obtaining releases from the creditors, the busi¬ 
ness was resumed in 1S63 by Clark & Maynard, 
whose careful management, in course of time, 
enabled them to pay in full all the debts from 
which the firm of Clark, Austin, Maynard & 
Co. had been released. 

The new firm gradually concentrated their 
energies to developing their school-book busi¬ 
ness, which proved so successful that they aban¬ 
doned their jobbing department which even 
then was of considerable importance. 

Mr. Clark retired from business at the close 
of 1888, and died October 29, 1895, at Yonkers, 
N. Y., of which place he had been a resident 
for twenty-seven years. Mr. Maynard with 
Everett Yeaw, of Lawrence, Mass., continued 
the business under the firm name of Effingham 
Maynard & Co. In 1S93, by consolidation with 
Charles E. Merrill & Co., the corporation of 
Maynard, Merrill & Co. was organized, the 
firm consisting of Effingham Maynard, Charles 
E. Merrill, Everett Yeaw, and Edwin C. Mer¬ 
rill. 

Mr. Maynard deserves to be remembered in 
the annals of the book trade for all time as a 
courtly, warm-hearted gentleman, a generous 


competitor, and a helpful and public-spirited 
member of the trade, as well as the very soul 
of honor. He was a man so sensitive regard¬ 
ing the reputation of his firm that he worked 
early and late, and spared no personal sacri¬ 
fice in order tobe able to pay a debt which had 
been canceled, but for which he considered 
himself morally responsible. The world is 
truly better and richer for such a career and 
fruitful life as Effingham Maynard’s. 


PARISIAN NEWSBOYS. 

The Paris newsboy, strictly speaking, is not 
a newsboy, but a news-youth or news-man. T he 
authorities of Paris do not approve of the 
street arab in a business capacity, and in con¬ 
sequence the streets are not filled with that ag¬ 
gressive pest. As he is debarred from that 
means of making a livelihood he has to seek 
others, and the result is not always to the ad¬ 
vantage of the community. Imagine a street 
about half the length of Newspaper Row in 
New York with the publishing offices of a dozen 
evening papers, and you will have an idea of 
the confusion that prevails in the Parisian 
press district every afternoon. From 10 A.M. 
until 1 P.M. three policemen are sufficient to 
keep order ; from 1 till 5.30 six are stationed 
there. Passage through the street is almost 
impossible—a dense crowd blocks up the nar¬ 
row footway s and the whole of the road. Every¬ 
one talks at the top of his voice, and the 
guardians of the peace stroll to and fro in 
pairs, good-humoredly chatting with those 
they recognize. . . . 

Presently the wicket of one of the offices 
opens, and a fresh edition is ready for distri¬ 
bution. One by one, the laden newsvendors 
emerge from the crowd and dart away, bawl¬ 
ing out the news of the paper in a voice much 
more musical, as a rule, than that with which 
the New York boy announces his wares. The 
price of these evening papeis varies from 10 
centsto 31 cents per 100. As they realize $1, 
there is a very reasonable profit at first sight, 
but it tak6s a long time to sell a hundred, even 
with a sensational headline or two. One of 
the characteristics of the Parisian newsboy is 
that he frequently identifies himself with the 
opinion of the paper he sells. As a rule, the 
Parisian vendor sells but one paper, and is de¬ 
voted to it soul and body—unless he can make 
more money out of another. 


BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 

BROTHERHOOD OF COMMERCIAL TRAVEL¬ 
LERS. 

At the annual meeting of the B. C. T., held 
on the 13th inst., the following officers were 
elected for the year 1900: President, A. E. 
Turner; Vice-President, J. H. Epping; Secre¬ 
tary, C. A. Caldwell; Treasurer, John H. Black. 

The annual entertainment will be given on 
Wednesday evening, December 27. Whether 
it will take the form of the usual banquet, or 
whether an innovation will be made, has been 
left for the Entertainment Committee to decide. 
John Hovendon is chairman of the Arrange¬ 
ment Committee and A. E. Turner chairman 
of the Reception Committee. 

THE PITTSBURG BOOKSELLERS' AND STA¬ 
TIONERS' ASSOC I A TION. 

The Pittsburg Booksfllers’ and Station¬ 
ers’ Association held its regular monthly 
meeting in Publication Building on the even- 
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ing of the 5 th inst., Charles H. Clough in 
the chair. The Committee on Books and the 
Committee on Stationery reported progress. 
Mr, Davis, the chairman of the Committee on 
Books, did not think that it would be practi¬ 
cable to accomplish much until the rest of the 
holiday season was over. 

The president of the association pointed out 
that many firms have specialties put out under 
their own imprint, for which they have created 
a market, by advertising and otherwise. It 
would not be fair for competitors to expect to 
reap the advantage of such enterprise ; but, on 
the other hand, competitors sometimes received 
orders in which these goods are specified, and 
it is not desirable to refuse to furnish them. 
He thought it would be well to establish a uni¬ 
form discount of 10 per cent, to dealers in such 
articles. The suggestion was favorably re¬ 
ceived, and was adopted. 

Mr. Stieren outlined a plan for the pooling 
and disposing of surplus or slow-selling stocks. 
The plan contemplates the renting for a few 
days or weeks of a suitable storeroom, to 
which the members will send simultaneously 
such goods as they may wish to dispose of in 
this special manner, the individual firms not 
being known in the matter except in the ac¬ 
counting, and the goods remaining to be 
finally closed out at auction. Some practical 
action in this direction will probably be taken 
later. 

After the routine business had beendisposed 
of, Edmund W. Arthur, the attorney of the 
Association, delivered an interesting and in¬ 
structive address on the “ Liabilities and 
Liberties of Unincorporated Societies.” The 
rights of such associations, the speaker pointed 
out, are, very generally, the rights of indi¬ 
viduals, the courts recognizing the individ¬ 
uals only, and not the association. They may 
take action for their welfare socially and 
in a business way, such as establishing uni¬ 
form prices, assisting each other in the collec¬ 
tion of arcounts, or giving information about 
persons likely to become purchasers, within 
certain limits. The liabilities of associations 
are also those of the individuals, but are lim¬ 
ited to acts to which the individuals have con¬ 
sented. A member of an association is not 
liable for action to which he did not consent or 
ratify subsequently, unless such action is im¬ 
plied in the constitution or by-laws, to which 
he has consented. Liabilities of an association 
arising by fault are usually conspiracy or libel. 
Conspiracy is the combination of two or more 
persons to do an unlawful act. The unlawful 
act is the essential thing. An association may 
combine for mutual action, but must not in so 
doing injure others, or have intention of so 
doing. They may combine to draw trade, but 
if they seek to do so by injuring a competitor 
it is a conspiracy. A business man has a right, 
and it may be his duty, to give information to 
another about a prospective purchaser; but a 
“dead beat” list, hung up at a bookkeeper’s 
desk, would be libellous. A list, giving no in¬ 
formation, except to the initiated person, and 
kept private, would not be libellous. 

In reply to a member, the speaker said that 
agreeing to refuse to handle certain books 
would not constitute a conspiracy, as it would 
only be agreeing not to do something which 
they were not bound to do, and would there¬ 
fore not be an illegal act. 


BUSINESS NOTES. 

Buffalo, N. Y.—Thomas E. Shields, the as¬ 
signee of the Peter Paul Book Company, states 
that the liabilities of the company are about 
$55,000, spread among banks, stationery, paper, 
and publishing houses,and about three hundred 
other creditors. As to the assets, he has been 
unable to obtain definite information, and will 
not make a statement regarding them until 
later. He also says that & proposition will be 
made on the part of the company to effect a 
compromise. The business of the store will 
not be interfered with because of this assign¬ 
ment. The usual stock of holiday goods is on 
sale, and Mr. Paul, who has the sympathy of 
every one is in charge. 

Chicago, III. —The Book Supply Company 
has been incorporated with a capital of $2,500, 
to do printing and publishing. The incor¬ 
porators are E. A. D. Payne, Coplin James, 
and Edwin Stewart. 

Des Moines, Ia. —Orson Luin, bookseller 
has sold out to W. P. Chase. 

Johnstown, N. Y.—E. Higgins, bookseller 
and stationer, has opened a store at Little Falls, 
N. Y. 

Little Rock, Ark. —The Wilson & Webb 
Book and Stationery Company is bankrupt. 

New York City. —The Astor Book Shop 
has just been established at 4 Barclay Street. 
John C. Loy, well known to the trade as the 
junior member of the firm of Bowers & Loy, is 
manager of the business. New and second¬ 
hand books will be kept in stock. 

New York City. —Lemcke & Buechnerhave 
transferred their export department to E. 
Steiger & Co. The latter firm announce that 
they “ are now the only firm in America mak¬ 
ing weekly shipments of American books and 
periodicals to Germany and all the northern, 
eastern, and southern countries of Europe.” 

San Francisco, Cal. —The San Francisco 
Star , referring in a recent issue to the re¬ 
establishing of William Doxey in the book 
busi»#*s, says: “We are glad to see that 
William Doxey’s affairs have shapen them¬ 
selves satisfactorily and that under the name 
of the Doxey Book Company he will continue 
his publishing business in this city. The main 
cause of Mr. Doxey’s failure, according to our 
belief, is the inability of the average San 
Franciscan to appreciate a good thing when he 
sees it. Educating the public, whether in 
matters appertaining to fine books or to mat¬ 
ters political, is slow and unsatisfactory work, 
and the pioneer in both lines is likely to pay 
high for his temerity and enterprise. How¬ 
ever, Mr. Doxey is going to give it another 
trial, and his friends should rally around him 
and help him to the best of their ability. As¬ 
sociated with him is Mr. Howard V. Suther¬ 
land, well known on the Pacific Coast as a 
prose and verse writer of abilitv and a man 
whose star is in the ascendant. Mr. Doxey has 
our heartiest wishes for success.” 

Winfield, Kan. —Henry Goldsmith has sold 
his stock of books, etc,, to George W. Robin¬ 
son, formerly cashier of the First National 
Bank of this city. Mr. Goldsmith, however, 
still retains his interest in the Goldsmith Book 
and Statibnery Company at Wichita, Kan. 
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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

“ Via Crucis ” is in its thirty-fifth thousand. 
It has been published a little more than thirty 
days. 

Paul Ollendorff, Paris, has recently pub¬ 
lished a translation into French, by Fernand 
Henry, of Shakespeare’s “ Sonnets.” The vol¬ 
ume contains, besides the translation, the Eng¬ 
lish text, notes, and a bibliography. 

One of the religious story-sermons by the 
Rev. C. M. Sheldon is to be put upon the English 
stage—a copyright performance of “ Philip 
Strong, or, In His Steps,” having already 
taken place at one of the London theatres. 

The Penn Publishing Company announces 
that the first edition of “ Pennsylvania Sto¬ 
ries,” by Arthur Hobson Quinn, was sold out 
within a week after publication, and that the 
second edition of the work is rapidly being 
taken up. 

John Osborne Austin, of Providence, R. I., 
has written and published “ The Journal of 
William Jefferay, Gentleman,” which is de¬ 
scribed as “an original and really ingenious 
imagining of ‘ a diary that might have been,’ ” 
based on the materials at hand in the author’s 
“ Genealogical Dictionary of Rhode Island.” 

Mrs. Mabel Osgood Wright is engaged 
upon a book for children which she will call 
“ The Dream Fox Story Book,” and which 
The Macmillan Company will publish early in 
the spring. It will follow in the successful 
series which already includes “Tommy Anne 
and the Three Hearts” and “ Wabeno the 
Magician.” 

The Dodge Publishing Co. will publish in 
January a volume by Mrs. Elizabeth Strong 
Worthington, in which she will follow up her 
work on “ How to Cook Husbands ” with some 
similar advice as to wives. They also announce 
a new book by Eliza Armstrong, author of 
“ The Tea-Cup Club,” which will be entitled 
“ The Very Young Man, the Angel Child, and 
Others.” 

Paul Leicester Ford’s new historical ro¬ 
mance, “ Janice Meredith,” published lessthan 
two months ago by Dodd, Mead & Co., is now 
selling in its 123d thousand. For last week 
its average sales a day were 2500 copies. 
When it is considered that Mr. Ford’s book 
first ran as a serial in two periodicals that ap¬ 
peal to widely different classes of the reading 
public, the result is certainly astonishing. 

A uniform edition of James Lane Allen’s 
works is in preparation. The Macmillan Com¬ 
pany have acquired the publishing rights of all 
of Mr. Allen’s writings, including those hereto¬ 
fore issued with the imprint of Harper & 
Brothers, which gives them the control of the 
whole of Mr. Allen’s works issued up to the pres¬ 
ent, and makes possible a uniform edition for 
which the desire has so often been expressed. 

The original drawing by Mrs. Alice Barber 
Stephens for the frontispiece of T. Y. Crowell 
& Co.’s edition of “ John Halifax, Gentle¬ 
man,” has been selected by the jury for the 
Department of Illustration at the Paris Exposi¬ 
tion. All of Mrs. Stephens’s remarkable 
illustrations for “ John Halifax ” and “ Middle- 
march ” are on exhibition at Earle’s Art Gal¬ 
leries in Philadelphia, where they are attracting 
much attention and praise. 


G. W. Dillingham Company announce “A 
Princess of Vascovy,” by John Oxenham, 
author of “God’s Prisoner;” “The Day of 
Temptation,” by William Le Queux ; “Lock 
and Key,” a story of the twentieth century, by 
Jas. M. Galloway ; “ Dry Bread,’’ a story for 
men, by Samuel Walker ; “ A Village Ophelia,” 
by Anne Reeve Aldrich. Albert Ross’ new 
novel, “ The Naked Truth,” which he has just 
completed, will be issued in July. 

Robert M. Lindsay, 1028 Walnut Street, 
Philadelphia, has just published a pure line- 
engraved head of the poet Whittier by William 
Adolph. By the co-operation of the family 
and friends of the poet, through his biographer,. 
Samuel T. Pickard, the artist-engraver was 
enabled, by studying the most approved photo¬ 
graphic and painted portraits, together with 
the death-mask, to produce an original draw¬ 
ing which is (to use Mr. Pickard’s own words) 
“ the only satisfactory likeness of the poet.” 

Fleming & Carnick, 40 West Thirteenth 
Street, New York, have just issued a handy, 
useful book for all concerned in the manufac¬ 
ture of books, entitled “ Book-Builder’s Hand¬ 
book.” The book has been prepared by 
Frederick H. Hitchcock, connected with the 
manufacturing department of D. Appleton & 
Co., and contains reference tables constantly 
used by printers; samples of type-faces and 
explanations which are of use to any one who 
is having type-work done; a cipher code for 
telegraphic correspondence between the paper 
buyer and seller; a complete table of equiva¬ 
lent sizes of paper, and much other information 
forbook-builders that is not readily obtainable. 
The book is neatly gotten up and bound in 
flexible leather.

tion of three numbers—each number of this 
paper containing a complete story by Mr. 
Kipling, some of which have never been re¬ 
printed—^20; and “Turnovers” from the 
Civil and Military Gazette , January to June, 
1888, ;£io 15s. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith’s new book “The 
United Kingdom: a Political History,” which 
has recently been published by Macmillan & Co. r 
is written, according to the London Atkentrum, 
“not so much for the student as for the or¬ 
dinary intelligent reader. It does not linger 
over technical discussions ; it recounts in 
broad outline the steps by which England is 
solving the problem of constitutional govern¬ 
ment—that is, in the union of authority with 
national opinion. Beginning with the Teutonic 
conquest, it follows gradually the growth of 
the kingdom’s functions up to the final estab¬ 
lishment of the Constitution as we know it to¬ 
day. The first volume, which is occupied 
chiefly with tracing origins, takes the history 
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down to the close of Cromwell’s protectorate; 
the second follows out the working and de¬ 
velopment of political forces from the Resto¬ 
ration to the overthrow of the Whig party after 
the Reform Act, and is concerned not so much 
with the forms as with the spirit of the slowly 
evolving polity. The last chapter, which sur¬ 
veys the empire as it now exists, should have 
a special interest at this moment.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Two new parts of the great Swiss national 
publication, the “ Bibliographic der Schweizer- 
ischen Landeskunde,” have just appeared—
